ToKio, March 12 — (Correspondence of 
United Press per atonmer Taoonna) — Even 
thouf;h Li Hang Chang bo permitted to push 
the peace negotiations with all po&siblo dis 
patch, it is scarcely probable that he can 
prevent the starting of the Fekin ezpedi 
tion. It Is a oritioal igsae, for if, while the 
peace nogntiations are aotually in proKross, 
an army of 65,000 Japikueso lands in China 
and, marohicg through Shanhaikwan, ob- 
tains pouBoasion of the Taku Forts, China 
will be completely and indisputably at tho 
xneipy of Japan, and a new basis of negotla. 
tions might have to be elaborated. 

Tho Japanese in eouth-wcstern Man- 
churia have now completely broken and dis- 
persed the powerful armies that were op- 
posed to them. There had been a long in- 
terval of comparative inaction on the part 
of tho Japanese. A division of the First 
army oooupied Hoicheng on Denpmber loch, 
and a brigade of the Second army oapturod 
Kaiping on January 10:h, and tho out pasts 
of the two forces were soon in communica- 
tion. The situation then became this : Tho 
Japanese lines extended from Kaiping 40 
roiles northward to Hiiioheng, and thocco 
struck eastward to a point twenty mites 
north of Fenghwan. The Chinese lines 
wore nearly parallel throughout the whole 
distance, their principal bases being 
Yiegkow and Tienehwangtai on tho 
south, and Llaoyang on the north 
In that interval tho Chinese had 
three armies ; the Liaoyang army of 20,000, 
which had placed Itself so aa ' to cover the 
roads loading north from HaieheDg to Llao- 
yang ; the Newohang army of 20,^, posted 
in and abont Kewohang, northwest otHaf. 
cheng and thirteen miles distant ; and the 
Yiogkow army of 30,000, massed aronnd 
Yiogkow, twenty five miles northwest of 
Kaiping, and having its headquarters at 
Tienehwangtai, nineteen miloa further west 
on the coast of the Pechili Gulf. The two 
Japanese armies were a division and a bri- 
gade, aggregating about 30,000, under 
Lieut.-Generul Katsura in Huiobeng, and a 
brigade of about 8,000 men under Lieut.- 
General Kawajl in Kaiping. Ihua, on the 
one side there were 38,000, on the other 
70,000. 

These odds would have been nothing to 
tho Japanese had imniodiate advance been 
an objcot. But as a movement farther west 
into Manchuria did not enter their plan of 
o^mpaign until the approach cf spring, they 
remained quietly in Kaiping and Haiohing. 
Against tho latter, which was the key of 
the Japanese position, and indeed of the 
whole position in Sinking, the Chinese made 
repeated BSianlti, bat on each occasion 
were driven back with such ease that the 
affiir was a mere fiasoo. Finally, towards 
the close of February, Wei Hai-Wei having 
been taken and there remaining only the 
final operation against Pekin to be 
organized, it became necessary to break 
np the Chinese forces in Shinking for 
two reasons ; first, because Yingkow 
(modem Newohwang) would furnish a 
most oonvenlenient base for the army oper- 
ating against Pekin, and secondly, beoause 
it was desirable to free as large as possible a 
number of the Japanese troops in Shinking, 
BO that they might join tho maroh against 
Pekin. Great, however, as is the disparity 
between the fighting capacity of the 
Japanese and Chinese troops, it was not a 
simple problem that the Japanese generals 
in Shinking had to solve. With 38,000 
troops divided into bodies of 30,000 and 
8,000 and soparai.cd by a distance of 40 
miles, thoy hud to attack three Chinese 
armies apigreiiating 70,000 and extending 
over a front of Bomo 00 miles. 

The method adopted wus no less bold 
than successful. On Fubruikry 24 ih the 
Kiipiog force pushed forward its outposts 
BO as to occupy an important position in the 
Chinese lines, thus creutini; the impression 
that the Japanese attack was to be directed 
in tho first place against Yiogkow, Gen. 
Sung, who commauded at Yingkow, 
attempted to thrust back the intruders, 
employing a force of from fifteen to twenty 
thousand for the purpose, but being beaten 
8 severely that bis connection with tho 
other two Chinese armies on the north 
was for the moment severed. Fonr days 
later Katenra moved oat of Haloheng and 
throw IS.OOO men aA the Llaoyang army 
on his north, crosbing it oompleteiy and 
rolling it rapidly bim 20 miles toward 
Liaoyang in auob disintegrated conditiou 
that ail ohanoe of its rallying and resuming 
its place in tho general line was temporarily 
destroyed. So resolute was Katsura's ad- 
vance that tho public never suepootod him 
of any dosign except a march upon 
Liaoy.ng itself. Stra^pgiatB, however, 
saw thao if that wore Kataura'a purpose 
he was violating the rules of sound war- 
t'kre, for his line of advance wus now at 
right angles to his lint< of communications 
liiid he was leaving on his Infc rear in 
Newchwang a hostile army of 20,000 men. 
liut suddenly, after threo diya of this 
norlhword movement, Katsura suddenly 
turned into a road loading direct to Now- 
chwang, and on tho 5'M of February de- 
livered a fierce attack against that piaco 
from two directions, a brigade that he bad 
left behind in Haioheng at>tacking from a 
third direotion eimultaneouily. Tho rout 
of tho Chinese was complete. They lost 
ubnut 1,800 killed and 3,000 prisoners. 

Noxc day Katsura pushed toward Ving- 
kow, against which place the Kaiping brig- 
ade, tukiug advantage of tho confusion 
caused by Katsura's brilliant coups in the 
north, had advanced, capturing it without 
d fUoulty hut losing two men by the explo- 
sion of a mine placed by the Chinese in one 
of the forts soDthwest of the town on the 
banks of the Liao river. The remoaots of 
the Yingkow and Newebwaag tirmies fled 
toward Tisnobwangtat, the whole of the J ap- 
anese forces combined to maroh against that 
plaoR. Tionohwungtai lies on the ooMt road 
leoding from Yingkow to China proper, and 
being situated on tho opposite bank of tho 
Liao river, there very wide, offers great 
facilities for defence. Bub the river being 
frcTun over, its paasago by tho Japanese 
troops prosentod no special d fficulty. They 
at'aoked, as is their wont, from threo direc- 
tions. The fight began at 7 s.m, with a 
hot cannonade from tho Japanese, and at 



ha'f-pagt ten the place was in Japanese pos- 
secelon. The Chinese dafenders do not appear 
to have aggregated more than ten thousand. 
Of the 50.000 troops'formlng the ^ewchaug 
and Yingkow armies, only a fifth part re- 
tained a semblance of oobeslon after the 
operations beginning on February 24 and 
ending on March 9. The Chinese tied 
along the coast road leaving 2,000 of their 
number dead npon tho field. The Japanese 
casualties were 96 killed and wouuded. 
With the taking of Tienehwangtai the Chi- 
nese armies in Southern Shinking are com- 
pletely broken and scattered. 

Yingkow, or modern Newchwang, lies on 
the bank of the Liao river, about thirty 
miles by road from tho old town of New- 
chwang, where Katsura won his decisive 
victory on the 5wh of March, and thirteen 
miles from the mouth of the river. The 
river itself is the chief waterway cf western 
Sbbakiag and means of communication with 
the onpital, Moukden. A fereign settle- 
ment was established there in 1861 and has 
now about 400 inhabitants, for whose 
protection two gunboats, an American 
and a British, were stationed there 
at the oommenoement of tho winter, 
and have remained ever since, Imprisoned 
by ioe. The Chinese population Is about 
15.000. They live slightly Separated from 
the foreign settlement, their realdencos 
characterized by all the filth and equator 
habitual In Chinese elties Old Newohwang 
used to be the emporium of the district's 
trade, hnt subsequently Tienehwangtai, and 
finally Yingkow, becamo the commercial 
centre. When tho Japanese took posses- 
sion of Yingkow, they sent two 
colonels of staff to inform the British 
and American consuls that all ueoessary 
moasuros wonld be taken for the protection 
of foreign persona and property, and re- 
quested that telegraph Information of tho 
safety of the foreign community should 
be conveyed ts the representatives 
of the United States and of 
Great Britain In Pekin, and to the offi- 
cers In command of the American and Brit- 
ish Equadrons In the East. In old New- 
chang only one foreigner, a missionary, was 
found, and he was immediately taken under 
Jananeeo protection. 

It is said the Chinese government is mak- 
ing efforts at Shanghai to raise a loan of 
thirty million yon in the United States, half 
of the amount to be in gold and the rest in 
silver, the interest to be of four per cent, 
per annum. All ot the amonnt is to be re- 
turned In gold. Either the Yanderbilta or 
the American government, it is thought, 
will supply the loan.

RACING TO JAPAN. 



Close Contest Among 'the Crack 
Sailers of tbe Victoria 
Schooner Fleet. 

The "Vera" Shows Her Speed— Two 
Fopnlar Sealers Lose 
Their Lives. 



Racing across the Pacific has varied the 
monotony of the rnn to the Japanese side 
for not a few of the Victoria sealing fieet 
now preparing for the season's operations In 
that locality. The Ocean Belle gave the 
Viva as close a brush as is recorded in the 
annals of ocean racing ; the Agnes Macdon- 
aid defeated the E. B. Marvin by but the 
few honra that she had to her advantage In 
the start ; and the neat little Vera, whiah 
as the Halcyon has shown her heels to almost 
every cutter on the Pacific coast, outsailed 
every one of her rivals of the Viotoria fleet 
and made the passage in the fast time of 48 
days, while tbe Macdonald and the Marvin 
were 51 days from port to port. At the 
time tho Tucoma left Yokohama there were 
in that port of the Victoria fleet the Casoo, 
Ocean Belle, Agnes Macdonald, Diana, 
Vera, Geneva, Sea Lion, Viva, Worlock and 
W. P. Hall, the latter two having win- 
tered on the Japanese side. 

Tbe Agnea Macdonald, Cant. Cutler, and 
the E. B. Marvin, Capt. K/ers, left Vio- 
toria on the same day in January last on 
their race noropH the Pacific. They were 
fifty -one days on tho passage, and neither 
sighted the other from the day they started 
until they arrived off Sunosaki. Tho Mar- 
vin was u few hours before the Macdonald 
at this point, but ihn latter got into harbor 
two or ihree hours bcforo her rival. The 
Marvin lost her foretopmast in her anxiety 
to crowd on canvas enough to beat out her 
opponent, while the Macdonald sprung her 
topmast, but did not once take her jihboom 
out of its lashings during the entire vovage, 
■A hot of $250 gold," notes the Yoko- 
hama Advertiser, " was wagered It Is aM 
on the race, but however that may be, both 
schooners found that tho little Vera, form- 
erly the Halcyon, which left tho homo port 
a week later than they did, hed arrived in 
Yokohama harbor throe days before either 
of them," 

The Casco's skippor had the satisfaction 
of beating the Diana across by a day, having 
eft about twenty-four hours behind, and 
dropping anchor fivo mioutes before her In 
Yokohonia harbor. The Ocean Belle and 
I ho Viva got away from here together, 
spoke each other thirty-five days out, and 
arrived within a few minutes of each other, 
the Ocean Belle eoming to anobor first. 

The Belle was one of the unlucky ones on 
the trip, although the schooner herself es- 
caped with scarcely the loss of a rope, she 
having the misfortune to lose a man and a 
good ono on tho passage. He was bo«t 
steerer Charles Parker, who mot his death 
on February 'M, whllo tho schooner was off 
tho Japanese coast. Ho hod gone aloft ond 
was standing on tho main orosstrees when u 
lurch of the ochooncr ciiusod him to lose his 
hold on tho rif^gir:;; and pitch head first into 
tho sea. A boat was immediately lowered 
but tho unfortunate sealer was not seen to 
rise. Ho was a genorul favorite among his 
shipmates by whom his loss is keenly felt, 
Parker was a Pugot Sound man about 25 
years of ago, and had been ono of the Vic- 
toria sealers for three or four years past. 
The Gaaco was also unfortunate in losing 
one of her company, Mate Arthur Ponnoll 
having been drowned on the night of Jan- 
uary 18, during a gale which overtook tho 
schooner off tho Californio coast. Ho was an 
Englishman in his 45th year, and hid pro- 
perty interests in Viotoria and relatives in 
tho old land. , -

In the event of 
Canada making preferential tidi arrange- 
ments with Australia or the Cape, France 
wonld not under this treaty bo able to ciairo 
the same privileges In our markets as woald 
bo enjoyed by the sister colonies. 

Sir Charles H. Tapper was not at hia 
office to day, but tho general impression is 
that there should be no difficulty in induo 
ing him to retain the portfolio of Minister 
of Justice. 

Major McLennan, M.P., strongly resents 
the attempt which has been made to have 
the proposed Dominion reformatory erected 
at Ootawa Instead of Alexandria. Dealing 
with the objection that Protestants are nob 
numerous In Glengarry, he points out that, 
according to the last census, Protestants 
form fully 45 per cent, of the population of 
Glengarry county, while in Ottawa they 
represent only 43 per cent. There are eight 
priests In Glengarry and twenty-thtee P«»- 
testanb ministers. 

A splendid report on the forest wealth of 
Canada, prepared by George Johiuon, lia 
just been Issued by the department of jagri- 
oalture. The value of forest prodaots in 
tbe year 1890 was $80^071,416, of which 
total $56,000,000 worth was consumed la 
Canada.

flONOLULD'S NEW LAWS. 

These frovlde That Persons ITnfrlendly to . 
the Powers That Be Hay Be Promptly 
Sent .Away. 

Sonotxito, March 20.— (Correspondenoa 
of the United Press per S.S. Australia.)— 
Outhe 18th the President declared martial 
law to be at an end and tbe writ of habeas 
corpus restored. United States Minister 
Vt'illia gave a reception last week to tba 
admiral and officers of the Philaclelphla, for 
which a largo number cf invitations wera 
issued. President Dole and wife were not 
Invited and only.-two members of the cabinet 
were present. .Xhls oansed qnlbe a seniatlon. 
On interviewing Presldenii Dole npon the 
snbjeob he said : " I attach no importenoa 
to it. The reception was a very informal 
affiir." To (he question* whether relations 
with Mr. Willi* were strained, the Preet- 
dent replied : ■< Not at all." It was far- 
ther learned from the attornry-general that 
Mr, Willis gave the invitations by telephoM 
in a most informal way. 

Tbe story published in San Francisco to 
the eff'eot that the government is opposed to 
annexation and has quarreled with the Am- 
erican league, which is urgent for annexa- 
tion. Is denied. The government, it ic 
stated, has always been thoroughly for an- 
nexation and will continue so. W. 0. Smith 
denies that the government la enlisting men 
abroad or has thought of doing so. It has 
no difference, he says, with the American 
league 

Nino native rebels woro sentenced on the 
13Ui to five years each. Those were the last 
of tho cases before the military commission. 
The ex queen was observed yesterday morn- 
ing sitting at a window In tho executive 
building listening to tho government bandl 
playing in tho grounds. She is as comfort- 
ably situated as possible, aside from confine- 
ment to the one part of the building. 

In anticipation of an end to martial iaw. 
the councils have been busy for a week past 
considering and pasting a number of acts 
deemed necessary to providp for the safety 
of the governmenb after the law ceases. 
Under the new coDStitution of the repablio 
the legislative power was reserved to the 
combined ezecntlve and advisory coanoUs 
until the legislature should meet. Of this 
power they are now makioc; Important use. 
The first act is one securing indomnity to 
the o£Bcer8, to the government and others 
for acisdone undermartial lawin suppressiog; 
tbe rebellion. lb confirms and declares 
lawful uU such acts done In good faith 
for the purpose of euppressiog tho insurrec- 
tion, cither in tbe estubliehment of a mili- 
tary tribunal or in arrest, detention, de- 
portation, trial, oonviotion or sentenolog of 
any person charged with sedition or innur- 
rection. 

Another act prohibits the landing hers of 
refugees from justico or criminals or of per- 
sons who have escaped hence to avoid trial 
and prohibits tho return hero of any person 
deported under martial law or banished by ^ 
sentence of any court unless thoy receive 
permission tc reliurn from the minister of 
foreign affairs. 

There is an act for the snp- 
preeslon of seditions newspapers, and' 
one known as the " Djkngsrons 
persons act." This provides that any per- 
Hon having lawless intentions hostile to pub- 
lic order or to tho government may upoit 
complainb to the Attorney-Geperal or mar- 
shal or to their depattes be bronght before k 
oircuib judge and there summarily examined.

THE CUBAN BEBELLION. 

Setalla of the Operation Bronghtby a^Paasen- 
eer Steamer ftoni Uavana. 

(Eampa, Fla., Maroh 27.— The steamer 
Olivette, from Havana, brings a number of 
paaaengers from tho eastern end of tho 
island, among thorn a man wlio was at Man. 
jinillo from January S to March 17. He 
States the Uprising ooonrred simultaneonsly 
throughout Santiago February 24. The 
chief of tho rebels around Guantanamo is 
H -niyHrooka. Sit co the first outbreak ho 
ha I been jninedby Panjur, Perez, a very 
good soldier. They have COO men at Guau 
taoam.-. In Santiago pruvinco there arc 
6,000 men under arma. The opinion ia thai; 
ahould Puerto Principe rise, as planned up 
on the Oiivetce'a departure, this would bring 
a strong force of determinod men, increaaing 
tho ineurgonts to about 10,000. 

About thirty milea from Santiago, near 
E' Cobre, 400 Sp^rish troops were on March 
la'-h anihubhod by an inaurgunt band und 
oommard of Pallaoi. The rfpjnish loss waa 
exceedingly heavy. A groat many ei 
Spanish soldiers are witli Guerro and Mne 
son, four miles from Manzsnillo. Guerra 
captured the arma from the plantations. As 
a rule the plantations are unmolested, bub a 
Spanish plantation is not permitted to work. 
In Manzinillo the volunteers and cit'/.-ns 
are constantly fearing oapturo. The streets 
are constantly patrolled at night. Some of 
the richer stores have erected opposite their 
stands email tnrreted towers with their 
round bodiea^projecting into the streets 
from the qornetSi ao that loop holea com- 
mand the foni; direationa from the street. 
These tiiivers, are teti feet high and twelve 
le't in diameter. 

Col. Santot^itda haa arrived at Manzaalllo 
from Santiago and ia in command of the 
Maczinillo section of Spanish troops, of 
about one hundred soldiers, who, after a 
fight at Biiro, started for the interior. 
When phasing Bayann and about five miles 
distant be waa ambushed by nearly 400 
aurgenta. The fire was so fierce that tij'-y 
wcro compelled to form a hollow square 'o 
protect, thomaelvea. Tho Spanisn ranks 
were foarfully mowed down, while the 
Cuban loasea were not insignificent, 

A small guohoat was patrolling the coast 
near Cape Cruz, March 16, and noticed a 
ship'a yawl heading for them. It proved to 
contain two German sailors, who wanted 
water. They olaimed to be fishermen from 
SiU Doinlngo, being l)lown from the coast by 
heavy soutti-easterly gales. They were sent 
Cn Santiago and put in jail, whore were also 
two Americina found in the aame manner 
two woi ka ago, Xhs American and Ger- 
man consuls t>oth have the matter before 
them.

A LOYAL LIBERAL. 

It ia nob difiSouIt to see that the leading 
Liberals of tho Dominion have nob alto- 
gether given up the Bohemo of unrestricted 
rociprooity with tho United States. Sir 
Riohard Cartwright evidently has very de^ 
cided leanings In that direction, and Mr, 
Lanrier ibowa In soma of hia ipeeobes that 
he has not yet repented of his resolution to 
advocate nnreatrlatod reciprocity until ho 
■ucceeda in obtaining It. It is Icept in 
the background just now because ib is 
known to bo distasteful to many loyal Lib 
erals as well as to tho whole of the Conser' 
ratire party. Ever ainoe Mr. Blake de 
dared that it was inconsistent with hia prin 
clples aa a loyal British subject to support 
any trade policy which involved discrimin 
ation againat Great Britain, leading Libor 
ala have been very cireful as to what they 
lay about unrestricted reciprocity with the 
United States, wbicb anyone of the least 
diioemment oan see Is Identio^il with com- 
mercial anion. 

It is not generally known that another 
leader of the Liberals has left on record hia 
diaapproval of any soheme whioh would have 
the effect oi asaimllatiag the tariff of Canada 
with that of the United Statea. In a letter 
to Lord Dufierin dated October 9, 1878, the 
Hon. Alexander Mackenzie wrote : 

Attempts more or lees direct buve boon 
made frequently In the United Statea to en- 
list tho sympathy and co-operation of Cana 
da in a policy which would aeon extinguish 
Sritiah Intiaenoe on this continent. Any 
action whioh will to any extent aiaimilat< 
the commercial system of Canada to that of 
the United States will to that extent weaken 
the bi«a wbtoh bind her to the Empire; and 
whioh ib was the aim of my administration 
to atrengtben. We already 6nd that the 
advooatea of a ouetoms union, or Zolveroln 
in the United States (which system really 
means a political alliance with that country) 
are greatly enoooraged by the result of tho 
•leotiona. 

Xbie ia the ntteranoa of a far-aeeing states 
man, and a loyal lover of Bribiah oonaeotion, 
Mr. Mackenzie, sagacious aa he was, did not 
dream when he penned that letter that the 
day was not very far distant when the lead 
era of his own party would advocate a policy 
precleely similar to that which he then con 
demned as adverse to British oonneotion, 
and that the Hon. Mr. Blake would consid- 
er it his duty to sever his connection with 
tho Liboral party of Canada because he 
could not coneietontly with his principles oo 
operate with men who advocated u policy 
which was at onco anti-British and pro 
American. 



THJB ALASKA BOUND ART. 

The Seattle Press-Times in a \ery sensi 

h\a article on tho Alaska boundary (juestion 
aaya : 

Thl'3 boundary has never been oUicially 
indicated on any map. Kussia never at any 
tinio mado a map of the territory, so It Is 
impoeaible to know what that country un- 
d irsbood by the treaty. In fact, it la pro- 
bably oorreob to say that no one knew. In 
1825, although the coast had been some- 
whab thorongbly obarbed, little or nothing 
was known of the interior. The oommis- 
■ionsra who framed the treaties probably 
bad Vanoonver'e obarta and diaoripisiona be- 
fore them, and when they aeleoted Portland 
ehaooel as the aontheast boucdiry they 
probably meant what Vanoonver called the 
Portland channel. Now there can be little 
diubti that the inlet whioh Vancouver call- 
ed by that name is that up whioh until very 
recently everyone suppoacd tho boundary 
ran, We say every one, that ia, all Amerl- 
ann, Eoglishmen and Canadians, 

tThis wo presume ia true, and thia ia why 
those who discuss the cjuostion often get in- 
to a hopeless muddle about names, 
flniia same Portland Channel whioh 
the Preaa-Ximea mentlona has been 
the oanae of mnch oonfnaion and some con- 
troversy. Is lb identical with what Is now 
marked on the maps as Portland Canal ? for 
if it is, tho third article of tho treaty of IS'25 
ia utter noneunae. According to that treaty 
tho starting point of the boundary ia the 
most southern poind of Prinoe of l/Valoa 
Island in l»b|tnde 54* 40' and bebweeathe 
]31s6 and'iSSrd degrees of west longitude, 
mbia deaoription fixes the atartlng point very 



clearly. It ia what is now named 

Cape Chacon. From this point tha line 
of demarcation runs to tho north, " au norci," 
This being the case the boundary line does 
not go near the body of water which la now 
called " Portland Canal." The entranoe of 
the Portland Canal lies, not north or Qorth- 
wardiy from Cape^ Chacon or any of the 
southern points of Prince of Wales laland, 
bub du'i oBsb. If "north", In Fcench 
means "east" in Boglish the^ Portland 
Canal, the present aasnin'ed boundary, ia the 
right one, but nob otherwise. If the line 
follows the direotion - mentioned in the 
Treaty, it does nob rnn ..within sixty miles 
and more of Portland CiUial, and the fur- 
ther north it goes the farther away ib gets 
from Portland Canal. 

Ib may be that ib has been this trouble- 
some faob that has prevented the boundary 
being ofScially indicated on the mapa. The 
eoographer or draughtsman who wanted to 
fiod out where tha boundary line was in- 
tended to bo, starting from Capo Charon 
would find Immediately that going north- 
wards he would never get to Portland Canal, 
bub he could strike the mainland at a point 
in latitude 58 ° . 

The boundary question is an interesting 
one ohitfly beciuao it Is moat surprising and 
perplexing bow tho lino came to bo 
looated where it ia so confidently placed 
by many, both British and Americans. 

A NEW PBOriSOB. 

The question of union with the Dominion 
is being aerionaly oonsidered by leading men 
In Newfonndland. How far the Inhabitants 

of the island in general are Interested in it 
is not ganurally known. We see that some 
of the confederates are most doairous that 
the delegation to Ottawa shall consist of 
men of both political parties, bub ib seems 
that their counsels have been unheeded by 
the men in power, for the delegation is said to 
consist solely of men on tho government 
tide. This is to be regretted, for if both 
parties would unite cordially to bring about 
confederation it would be the more eaaily 
accomplinhed. 

The Newfonndland oorreapondent of the 
Montreal Gazette, who is known to be an 
able and well-informed man, is of this opin- 
ion, for in a lata letter, after showing that 
the question is not a party one, and expati- 
ating upon the advantages of the cordial co- 
operation of men cf all parties, he goos on 
to say : 

The advantages of auch a mode of pro- 
cedure would be mauifold. Ail opposition 
to confederation would be precluded ; or if 
attempted ab all. It would be soon seen to be 
futile and hopeless, and wonld be aban- 
doned. The colony wonld go in as a nnib, 
and if good terms are aooorded, as would 
undoubtedly be the case, contentment and 
cordiality wonld follow, instead of restless- 
ness and dissatisfaoblon. Snob unanimity 
would tell powetfully in Canada, in taking 
the pith out of any opposition that might 
arise there to the aooepbance of the colony 
in its present dilapidated condition. 

If eomo of tho rumors that havefound their 
way Into the newspapers are true, It doei not 
seem at all likely that terms of confederation 
with Newfoundland ivill be either easily 
or quickly negotiated. Aooording. to these 
rumors the claims of the Newfoundlanders 
are not very moderate. One of them is the 
constrnotion of a tunnel under the Strait of 
Belle Isle, with, of course, its oomplomo'nt of 
railroad in ono direction to Quobco and in 
the other to St. Johns. The twelve miles 
or so of tunnel wonld be a work of consider- 
able magnitude and would involve the ex- 
penditure of a very large sum of money. It 
ia poasible that If the Government would 
bore the tunnol private enterpriee might 
in time conatracb tho railroad with 
or without state assistance. But 
the project is a big one,' and we 
do not see what Newfonndland has 
to offer that would justify tho dominion in 
undertaking the work. The people are poor 
and Ib will take them a long time to I'ccovor 
from tho effocta of tho very serious disasters 
that have overtaken them. The resouroea 
of the country — those at any rate of them 
that are developed — are not nnmerous. 
Tho Newfoundland fisheries are very valu- 
able and the mineral wealth of tho country 
is oonsldorablo. Tho trade of the island 
would be boncfiolal to Oinada and it is 
likely that Its revenue after a while would 
bo suifiolenb to meet the ordinary ex 
ponditure in the province of the 
Fodoral Government. Bat the people 
would for a long time need help in many 
ways independently of tho tunnel and rail- 
roads. It is thoreforo only prudent 
to calculate that for somo time 
after it becomes a province of this 
Dominion, Kowfoundland would draw more 
from the Dominion treasury than she would 
put Into ib. Bub eventually, if her affaire 
aro well managed and her people peaceable 
and contented, sho would bo a valuable addi- 
tion to the Dominion, adding both co ita 
wealth and Its importanoe. 

THB PRIOB OF WHBAT. 

The price of wheat has for some time been 
so unprocodontodly low that people oom- 
monced to think that the bottom had 
dropped out of tbo market altogether. 
However there are evidanccs that higher 
prices are soon to prevail, and we may not 
unreaaonably look for a aharp advance in the 
price of breadatnffs before the ISOS crop has 
been harvested. The " visible " anpply of 
wheat in the United States, according to the 
United States government report for March, 
is 40.000,000 bushola short of what it was a 
year ago ; Europoan stocka, outside of Rus- 
sia, have abrnnk from 26,000,000 to 35.000,- 
000 bushels, and Rusala'a stock is 60,000,000 
short. Xhis makes a ahqrtage of from 
125,000,000 to 160,000,000 bnahela. Tho 
news from South Amorlca indicates that 
there is a partial failure ot tho crops there. 
In view of the low prices whioh have pro- 
vallod there can be little doubt that the 
Boreago sown In 1805 both In Canada and 
the United States will bo ooaside|;ably less 
than tk year sgo. A review cf the whole 
■ituatlon would lead one to anticipate rising 



markets and a better outlook for the 
farmers. 



PLSASB EXPLAIN. 

If the Times were not so outrageously dis- 
honest ib would bo amusing. We remind 
tho City Counoil of the sdrioo whioh two 
capable and perfeotly disinterested engi- 
neersdeero ib their duty to give themr-advioe, 
by the way, whioh is in aooordanod with the 
position the Colonist has taken with re- 
gard to the waterworks from tho first — and 
our contemporary straightway accuses us of 
attempting to "advance the in- 
terests of a certain waterworks 
company." Was It to advance the interests 
of that company that the Eastern engineers 
aiviaod tho City Counoil to Institute an in- 
vestigation before thoy expended any more 
of the people's money on the Elk Lake water- 
works, or were they oonvinoed that pVn- 
denoe and common aense as well as a regard 
for the interests of the city required them to 
pursue that'courau ? 

We would, too, very much like to know 
how doing what tho Eastern onglneera con- 
sider it their duty to advise ia play- 
ing Into the hands cf the Eeqai- 
malt Waterworks Company. A little 
explanation just here ia required. How 
can the Esquimalb Waterworks Company be 
benefited by placing tho City's waterworks 
on what thu best authorilioa that have yet 
been consulted dtclaro la a proper footing 
If those works are made cflloienc and if all 
the water whioh tho gathering grounds yield 
is properly stored, and skilfully economised, 
what advantage will this be to that dreadful 
bugbear tho Esquimalt Company '/ Anyone 
who ia blessed with a little common 
sonao must conclude that tho more 
skilfully tho projected Improvements are 
made the better it will ba for the citizens. 
Thia is evidently what the Eastern eogin 
eera believed when they gave the City 
Counoil the valuable advice contained in 
their report. Those engineers, it is likely, 
do not know that there Is such corpora- 
tion in exieteace as the Esquimalt Water- 
works Company. 

The report of those englneera ahowa vary 
clearly that they have quite as much iofor 
mation respeatlog the watershed ns the 
editor of tho Times poaseBses, and ib is cor 
tain ihiib they know a thousand times bettor 
how to use ib. And yob thoy advise the 
Counoil to investigate before they spend any 
more of the people's money. We trust that 
tho Times will try to show how the Connoil 
by following the advice of the Eastern en- 
gineers will benefit the Eaquimalb Water' 
works Company in any wayi 

OUR REASON. 

Wo did nob publish Alderman Maomillan's 
letter yesterday because it was nothing bat 
a tirade of abuse, whioh did nob deserve a 
plaice In any newspaper pretending to be re 
spoctable.

Thkrk has just boon issued from tho pub- 
liahing house of Whiteford & Theorot, of 
Montreal, " A Practical Guide to Polloo 
Magistrates and Justioos of the Poaco, with 
an Alphabetical Synopsia of Criminal Liw 
and an Analytical Index," by Jamoa Crank- 
shaw, B.C.L , whioh, while it is invaluable 
to lawyers, should be in tho hands also 
of all those who, though not educated to tho 
legal profession, havo novcrtheleas some- 
thing to do with the administration of 
justice. In order to show tho scope of this 
valuable work wo cm not do bettor than 
quote from its prcfioo : "The work is di- 
vided into four divisions ; the first treats of 
tho modes of and the formalitiea attending 
the appointment of justices of the peace and 
police magistrates, and of their respective 
powers, duties and responaibilitiea ; the 
second treata of the parties to the commis- 
sion of crimes, and of the extent of the 
criminal law aa to time, persona and place ; 
the third deals wibh the proseontton of 
criminal offenders. the jurisdiction 
of tho criminal courts and of mag- 
iatrateg and justices of the peace, the 
general powers of summary arrest of criminal 
oir«ndera, llie modes of proaeouting in- 
dictable oironcea, the procedure before and 
at tho proliininary inquiry into charges 
triable by indictment, tho procedure in 
aumniary trials of indictable ofToaaca, apoedy

Britiah Columbia has hitherto returned 
members to tho Dominion houao without ro- 
forenco to pirty lines, but those conditions 
are now beiug changed, and Doucaaarily so, 
if our reproaontativea are to bocomo any 
faotora in federal politico. 

Tho parly ticket od both eideo, Conaerva- 
tive and Liberal, haa by duly conatituted 
oonventiuns been eoleotod. 

It ia the manifest) duly and interest of 
electors to decide which porty ia entitled to 
their support, and tho dtcision should bo 
mado fairly and eqaarely at tho polls, 

Mr. De Coamos' candidature ia thus 
clearly antagonistic to Britiah Columbian 
interests, no matter which party may be 
retarned to power.

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MAKING ANTI-TOXIMB. 



HoW Tills New Indnatry ti to Be Carried on in 

Callfornln. 

<From tho H, F. Call ) 

California will havo home-mado antl- 
toxiue in pretty Bliorb order now. The 
State Board of Health ia already ut woik 
•pendiDR the $0,000 Riven it by tho leglala- 
tare, and which must last two years. The 
IDOQoy ia to be spent and the anti-toiine 
made by the now veterinary department of 
the State University, under the direotion of 
the board, and tho Reneral plan of what is 
to be done is already formulated. Dr. 
WIbiIow Anderson, vice president and San 
Franoiioo member of the board, will natur 
ally be moet direotlyoonoerned in tho man- 
Sftement of the enterpriie, and be told yes- 
terday what waa to be done. 

lb Rqairea aome titne to make anti-toxino, 
and the board has first ordered a supply of 
ready-made anti-toxina from the East, as a 
prcoaacion for the beaofib of the state. 
Several doaan viala will be here In a week or 
two, and will be divided among the mem- 
bers of the State Board of Health for distri- 
bution in their reapeotlve regions when the 
need arises. It will bo nlwea away, so that 
tho lito-savirg remedy will ooat the poorest 
nothing, unle-:s the attending phyalcian add* 
a eharso for RivinR it. 

Tho 5:0.000 for two years ia a very small 
fund, but moat of tho work will cjat nothing, 
and this nianuf JOturo on a large Eoale ia not 
necesaivry for California. The legislature 
simply iinbefcituted the money for antl-toiino 
that waa paid for a lawyer for the board 
and would not give any more. Dr. Ander- 
son saya that it will aavo thouaanda of Uvea 
in Ctilifornia in time, and in tau yeara it 
ought to atiinip out tho diaeuae. California 
ia tho first state io the Union to take up the 
mannfaoluro and giving away of tho now 
diphtheria cure. lu New York it ia being 
done by tho city, which appropriated S30,- 
000 for the board of health there. 

The firsD actual step in preparing for the 
work of making anti-toxine baa been done. 
The board has under way from both Dr. 
Behring'a laboratory in Germany and Dr. 
Roux's in Paris a supply of tho pure toiino 
cullurfs. This stuff is not the remedy, but 
the purn diphtheria poison itaelf. It is both 
the Lt-fflor'a baoiUi, the cause of diphtheria, 
and tho toxiues or tho poiaon they produce. 
TbeBe onltures have been tested there in 
guinea piga and are warranted to produce 
nrat class diphtheria and to bo abao- 
Intely free from acy other microbes. 
Xhli poison ia to be used in giv- 
ing dlphtheriBt and nothing else, to the 
horaea from whose blood the anti-tozlne 
will be taken. The Frenoh and German 
cultures will be kept diatinoti for experi- 
ment:. Thoro will be » dozen little tubes 
full of diphtheria from eaoh place and there 
win be enough to use on four horaea. 

The next thing, according to Dr. Ander- 
son's plans, will be to buy three or fonr 
healthy horeta in tho prime of yonng life, 
and the veterinary profoesora will be aom> 
petont to pick out eound animals. Then 
there must be a place to keep them. That 
will be a model stable from a bygenio stand- 
poiot. It will probably be in somo oonveni- 
ent suburban place. Dr. Bowhill, dean of 
the oollogo faculty, will bo the ohief actual 
worker and auporlntondent of processes. 
TVhen tho stable, horaea and toxine are 
ready, the horaea will be inoculated with 
the poison in a weak or attenuated form. 
In the horsb'a blood the natural prooeaa of 
nature recently diaoovered will begin at 
once. The horae'a blood will begin to de- 
velop the reaistant property called anti- 
toxine. In a abort time a stronger injec- 
tion of poison will bo given and the anti- 
toxine will develop more atrength. The 
process will be repeated for three or four 
months, when tho horse's blood will reaiat 
any quantity of L[;f11er'8 bacteria and their 
poiaona, Tho horae will be "immune" and 
hia blood will have developed its highest 
power of imtriunity. The diphtheria baoilll 
will be barmleaa in that fortified blood. A 
little of thia blood will at once do the same 
work in the homan system. 

It took aiz months to work a horse's 
liloed up to thla efifflotive degree a few 
monlht ago. Now it ia done in four montha. 
All thia time the borae will be oared for 
aa if be were another Ormonde. In fact the 
care and anpporb of the 'horaea will bo the 
moat expensive thing in the whole procoaa. 
When the time comes Dr. Bowhill, watched 
and helped with intereab by a lob of doc- 
tors and profesBora, will draw between one 
and two quarts of blood from the horse's 
nock and take it to the laboratory of the 
college at Post and Fillmore streets. When 
the blood coagulates the white serum will 
be drawn ofl', carefully protooted from con- 
tamination by bacteria of all kinds. This 
fluid part of the blood will bo tho anti- 
toiine without further preparation except 
the putting of it in aterllir.jd bottloa and 
posElbly adding a very little harmleaa pro- 
vcntivo fluid. It will bo ready for iujeoticn 
into tho human boing. Ihoro will really bo 
much to be carefully done, howtvor. Ia 
the first place it will bo tcated on guinea 
piga. Then for praolicul uso it "-iW 
bo diluted or attenuated into diffiir- 
ont etrengtha, measured by " units of 
immunity." It will bo examined and work- 
ed with more or leaa with powoiful micro- 
acopea.andib will bo put upinlittlo aterillzad 
vials. When the horec haa given up a half 
gallon or ao of hia blood for humanity ho 
will be weak, bub with good board ho will 
soon be all right, and if ovorythicg haa 
worked well he will ba sold for nearly ue 
innoh as he ooat. 

" I ozpeot that we shall be ready to make 
tbs first inooalation in abont four weeka," 
said Dr. Anderson yesterday. " We pro- 
pose to give away the antl-to,xine that the 
poorest may have the benefit of it. We de- 
cided that a Bclentifio veterinarian was the 
one to do this work. It also requires an ex- 
pert bacteriologist, and Dr. Bowhill, tho 
dean of the faculty, is such a man."

Whereas under and by virtue oi section il 
of Tho Municipal Act Amendment Aot, 1894, 
tho Corporation of the.

BURNING A WITCH. 

A Scarcely Credible Story of Huperstltlon in 
Ireland. 

Watebpobd, Ireland, March 27. — A most 
ertraordinary caao of murder arising from 
Bupsrstition was in quired into to- day by tho 
apeoial ooart of Clonmel, 25 milea from hero 
Ten peraona were arraigned before the oourt 
charged with murderine a Mrs. Cleary 
Tho prisoners inolcd d tho murdered 
woman's busbar d and fattier. The evidence 
ehowt d that she. was sulloring from nervoue- 
nssB and bronchitis, and her husband, be- 
lieving her to be bewitched, obtained a con 
oootiou from a heibiat of tho neighborhood. 
While tho other priaoners held tho unfortu- 
nate woman in bed, ho forotd tho concoc- 
tion down her throat. After this tho suf- 
fTing woman was held over a fire and 
dreadfully burned until she declared that 
she was not Cloary'a wife. 

Thia torture was repeated on tho following 
day, after which Cleary knocked her down, 
stripped off her clothing, poured parafSno 
over her body, then lighted it, and the 
womau was burned to death in the presence 
of six male and two female relatives. Cleary 
declared that ho was not burning his wife, 
but that ho was burning a witch, and that 
eho would disappear up iha chimney. Tho 
faueband collected tho charred remains and 
buried them. The prisoners, who were re 
manded, narrowly escaped iynohing, and 
had to be removed to jiil under the escort 
of a strong force of conHtubles

Japan Jlakes r. Polite Apolocy— The Wound 
May Yet Prove Very Serious. 

New York, March 27.— A special to the 
Herald from Shanghai says ; •' 1hi follow- 
ing ia from an Imperial roeoript, published in 
a special issue of tho Japanese ofScial Ga- 
zette In connection with tho attempt upon 
the life of Li Hung Chang. ' China ti now 
in a state of war with our country, hut she 
has, with dua obaervancj of tho forms of 
international etiquette, sonti an ambassador 
for tho conoluaiou of peace. We, on our 
part, named our plenipotentiaries, who 
were inatrucrod to meet liim and negotiate 
at Siir.ocBok ; thus ib was inoumbent upon 
us, in pursuuuce with international usuuge, 
to afford the umbusaador treatment consist- 
ent with the national honor and to accord 
him a suitable csoort for his proteotiou. Wa 
consequently gave orders to all function- 
aries to use the utmost diligenco and it 
ia therefore with profound grief that we 
now have to cxprces our regret, that a 
rulBan should have dared to inflict personal 
injury upon the Chineao ambassador. Tbe 
culprit must receive the severest pnnisb- 
ment provided by law. Our oiEcial subjects 
must respect our wishes to preserve tho 
glory of this country untarnished, and must 
provide against the recnrrenoe of anoh vio- 
lence." The rescript ia signed by tbe Em- 
peror and oountersignrd by hia miniatera. 

SiMONSEKi, March 27.— The condition of 
Li Hung Chang is very favorable. Hia 
physician has warned hia attendanta of the 
necessity of a free use of antiseptic applioa- 
tions. Thus far the envoy has been free 
from fever. 

London, March 27. — A Yokohama dis- 
patch says tho Japanese Diet, which closed 
this morning, passed resolutions deploring 
tho aseault upon Li Hung Chang. 

A dispatch to tho Star anys choleru has 
broken out among ttio Japanese troops at 
Port Arthur. Thirty-eight cases were re- 
ported in one day. 

Nkw Vouk. March 27. — A apeoial to tho 
I'resa from Washington City says ; In a 
private cablegram from Tokyo received by a 
member of tha .Japanese legation from one 
of tbe highest ollloiula in Japan, it is stated 
that a German physician, who ia a president 
of the university of Tokyo and an expert of 
high standing, was sent at the request of tho 
Mikado to examine Li Hung Chang's wound. 
He reported confidentially to the Mikado 
that Li Hung Chang must die. The bullet 
is apparently beyond reach. Moreover Li 
Hung Chang is nearly 72 years of uga, and, 
although a giant physically, hia years are 
against him. 

St. Petkrsduro, March 26.— It is stated 
on good authority that in addition to the 
indemnity which will be guaranteed by 
the provisional occupation of the Chinese 
territory already oooupied by the Japan- 
ese, Li Hung Chang is antborfssd to cede 
to Japan the Looohoo ialanda, which lie 
to the sonth of Japan, the Majlrosima 
group, to the eastward of Formosa, tho 
islands of Batan and Bibuyan, which lie 
to tbe northward of the Phillippines, and 
tbe island of Formosa. Instructions have 
been given to Li Hung Chang, ordering him 
to oppose any demand for the cession of ter- 
ritory in the Laaotong peninsula. As a last 
resort he may suggest the conversion rf the 
peninsula into a buffdr state between Korea 
and China, on consideration that it be 
placed under the protootion of Russia, 
France and Englacd. 

TiE.NT.siN, March 26.— The outhorities 
here have officially notifiid tho consuls of 
their intention to block tbe Pelho river on 
the appearance of Japanese warships, 

THB BBMBDIAL ORDER. 

In lu T«zt It FoIIowa the Wording of tbe 
Fubllshed Ulnnte of Coancll. 

The mail last evening brought the text of 
tbe message of the Governor-General in 
Council to tho Manitoba government and 
legislature on the subject of tho schools 
Thia simply gives effooc to the minute of 
council received by telegraph, bub a por- 
tion will bear repetition. After reciting tho 
facts of the case and tho hearing of aren 
ment before tho privy council of the Do- 
minion, i>^ proceeds : 

" His I^xceilency the Governor-General in 
Council was pleased to order and adjudge, 
and it is hereby ordered and adjudged, that 
the said appeal be and tbe same ia hereby 
allowed in so far aa ib relates to rights ac- 
quired by the Roman Catholic minority un- 
der legislation of tbe Province of Manitoba, 
passed subsequent to the union of that pro 
vince with the Dominion of Canada, " And 
His Excellency the Governor General in 
Council was pleased to adjudge and declare, 
and it ia hereby ad judged and declared, that 
by tho two acts passed by the Legislature of 
tiio Province of Manitolia on tho lat day of 
[May, 1890, intituled roapcctively 'An act 
respeoling tho dbpartmcnt of oducilion,' 
and ' An act respecting puhlio schools,' the 
riuhtfl and prlviloKea of tho Roman Catholio 
minority of tho aaid proviuoo in relation to 
education prior to the 1st day of May, 1890, 
have been alfeoted by depriving tho Roman 
Citholio minority of tho following rights 
and privileges, which previous to and until 
tho 1st day of May, 1890, such minority 
had, v'z : 

" (s) The right to build, maintain, rqulp, 
man iee, conduot and support Roman Catho- 
lie schools in tho manner provided for by 
tho said atatutoa which were repoalod by 
tho two acta of 1890 aforesaid. 

"(b) Tho right to share proportionately 
in any grant made out of the public funds 
for tbe purpoces of education. 

"(o) Tbe right of exemption of such 
Roman Catholio aohoola from all paymoot 
or conttibntion to the support of any other 
schools, 

"And Hia Exeellenoy the Govornor- 
General-in-CouDoU waa farther pleat jd to 
dcc'are and deoide, and it is hereby de- 
clared, that ib aeema riquiaite that the sys- 
tom of education embodied in the two acta 
of 1800 aforesaid ahall be supplemented by a 
provincial aob or acts which will rostoro 
to tho Roman Catholio minority tho 
aaid rights and privilogca of whicli 
such minority haa been en deprived as 
aforesaid, and which will modify the auld 
aots of 1890 so far, and so f ir only, as may 
bo ncooBsary to givo eiroct to tho provisions 
restoring tho rights and privilegoB in para- 
graphs a, b ond o hereinbefore mentioned. 

" Whereof tho lleut. governor of tho pro.- 
vince of Manitoba for tho time being and the 
legislature of the aaid province and all per- 
sons whom it may concern aro to tako 
notice and govern tbemaelvea accordingly.

Tho Boarch for the bjdics was continued 
yesterday, many friends of tho loat men 
lending their services. Mr. Adams' aona 
have oirerod a reward of $100 for the re- 
covery cf his body, but do not: 
expect that it will bo found for several 
(I lys at least. They desiro to correct the 
published report that their father had a 
largo sum of money on hia peraon at tho 
time of the disaster. He had about $70 in 
all on leaving home, and aa ho made several 
purchases boforo taking tho steamer, tho 
ojntents of hia pocket book could nob have 
been much more tliau $50 or SCO at tho 
most. 

Public sympathy for Mrs. Law ond her 
bereaved little ones in their deep efUiction 
finds ready and hearty expression. A num- 
ber of truly charitable ladies of Viotoria 
have already taken in hand the arrange- 
ments for a benefit ooBoert for tbe family ao 
tragically bereft of their breadwinner and 
brought face to fioe with porerty ; the en- 
tertainment will be given aome evening next 
week in the A.O U. W. hall, and it la aafe to 
say will be largely patronized.

ACCIDENTALLY DROWNED. 

A Former Besldent of Tietoria Ueeta His 

Death in the .Skecnii at Fort 
Simpnou, 

Un Saturday evening last whilst returning 
in a dingey In company with Mr. D. Burton 
from visiting a friend's sloop vbioh bad 
that day arrived in harbor Mr. Charles 
Mat^hewp, who is not unknown In Viotoria, 
was accidentally drowned. The weather 
was fqually at the time, tbe dingey which 
was vory small and overladen with the 
weight of the two men, being struck by a 
squrill, swamped and turned over. 

Burton who could swim, did all he could 
to rescue bis companion who could not, and 
after a bravo struggle gained tho steps of 
tho wharf with Matthews, who was 
hauBtod and unconscious, but lost his grip 
through cramp and numbness. Matthews 
sank like a stone benouth the steps in aome 
fourtoau f ot of water. 

Their crioa for help were at first mistaken 
for the shouts of the Indian "Salvation 
Army " which was parading at tho time. 
Sumo while olapaod boforo tho body was re- 
covered, which was drawn up by Mr. John 
Flowin and taken immediately to tho Wan 
dorera club whore Dr. ]5nlton, the resident 
practitioner, and his atufTof nurses did all 
in their power to reauacltato it but with no 
avail. 

The body lay at the houso of Mr. C. W. D, 
CliiTotd until Tu' sday, when it waa interred 
in thoohnrohyard of St. Cathurino'a church. 
Fort Simpson, of which chutch Mr. Mat- 
thews was a member. Tbe deoeased waa a 
native of Ontario, Theaad affiir baa oaat a 
gloom over tbe town, Mr. Matthewa being 
highly roapected and most popular with 
old and young.
